So Says Tolstoi, the Famous Philosopher, in Com- 
paring the Two Countries---A Russian Victim 
of English Bureaucracy.

ONDON, March 4.—“It is not a 
|. whit better in England,’’ declared 
Count Tolstoi, comparing in a re- 
cent interview the t¢onditions of life in 
Russia with those in this country. 

“Why,” exclaimed the famous novelist- 
philosopher, “my friend Tchertkoff, who 
lives outside the town of Christchurch, is 
compelled to pay a tax for the mainte- 
Mance of a band to play inside the town, 
and which he himself would much rather 
never hear at all!’’ 

The Russian victim of British bureau- 
cracy thus’ referred to is. M. Vladimir 
Tchertkoff, who seven years ago was 
banished from the liberty-rejoicing coun- 
try of the czar, and now resides in a 
handsome house surrounded by pictur- 
esque grounds near the quaint and pretty 
town of Christchurch. Unfortunately the 
band towards the upkeep of which M. 
Tchertkoff has to contribute compulsory 
performs at Bournemouth—a pleasant

The laws in this 
country, as in Russia, protect the wealth 
of one man while allowing anofher to 
die of hunger. ’ 

“Indeed, I believe there is a disadvan- 
tage in a government like that of Eng- 
land in comparison with a state of crude 
autocracy such as exists in Russia 
hereas in Russia the evils produced 
by the government are self-evident, and 
the government are opposed by people 
enlightened in the least degree, in Eng- 
land, on the contrary, while the govern- 
ment supports and encourages the sume 
evils, they are not so obvious, and con- 
seqently not combated by the people, 
There is a kind of a show of justice. 

“In Russia the evil is wrought with 
bare hands; in England, with kid gloves. 
Therefore, there is less hope of the evil 
being recognized and dealt with.’’ 


glish Not Self-Governed. 


M. Tchertkoff instanced the ynemployed 
and slum life, ag examples of these evils. 
Another was the exploitation of our colo- 
nies and dependencies by British com- 
merce. ‘Thousands of natives in India 
hunger,” he declared, ’’*because the food

‘One great illusion,’”” added the Russian 
exile, ‘is that England is self-governed. 
That is not the cage at all. Members of 
the house of commons are not the repre- 
sentatives of the people, but of the mon- 
eyed classes. The voting of workpeople 
is influenced by their employers. A man 
cannot yenture to become a parliamentary 
candidate unless he is prepared to spend 
several thousands of pounds on his elec- 
tion.

LOYAL MASCOT 
OF YALE IS DEAD 


Famous “Pop” Smith Will 
be Missed in College 
Circles. 


hat, with his long white beard, made 
him striking enough without decoration. 

‘Pop’ always carried a cane with which 
he was supposed to exercise a particu. 
lar charm. His appearance on the field 
before a big game was always a signal 
for a rousing Yale cheer. He had only 
to raise his cane to provoke enthusiasm 
in the ranks of Pil. 

““Pop’ never missed a Yale commence- 
ment while he lived tn this city. He 
had free access to all Yale buildings 
and all Yale gatherings, and has, by 
common consent, freedom of g¢ll-college 
doings. 

“Though nearly eighty-seven years of 
age, ‘Pop’ was a constant attendant at 
all Yale athietic functions last fall. He 
|has been feeble for five years, but the 
students assisted him wherever he went. 
He remembered faces and names with re- 
maictable ease and was always greeted 
by old football and athletic captaing who 
returned to New Haven. 

“The arrangements for his funeral 
have not been made. It is assumed that 
there will be a big delegation of Yale 
alumni and undergraduates, and thar 
hosts of others will send remembrances. 
We leaves five children.’’ 


A special to The New York World dated 
New Haven, March 2, says: “ ‘Pop’ Wil- 
liam Smith, whose face and figure were 
as familiar to Yale men as the blue) 
flags and who had rounded a half cen- 
turn as a mascot of OM Ell, died sud- 
denly at his home in Day street, in this 
city, this morning of heart disease. To 
the last the old man’s mind was with 
his Yale ‘boys,’ who number thousands {n 
aQ parts of the country. He died among 
his children, and not a Yale man knew 
of his illness until his end was known. 

‘Pop’ Smith was a shoemaker. He 
was born in Halifax, Yorkshire, Eng- 
|land, and came over with the first team 
'of English ericketers that ever visited 
/ these shores. He wrs a thorough sports- 
'man and a mine of information on ath- 
fetics and Yale athletes. He opened a 
shop In Day street in 1840, and mended 
many a pair of shoes for Yale men. He 
became known to the college world in 
‘this way and throvgh his interest in 
All athletics and big games generally. 
“Like ‘John the Orangeman,’ at Har- 
vard, ‘Pop’ Smith wag carried over the 
country with numerous Yale teams in 
/years gone by, and he was particularly 
prominent at the annual football and 
baseball games between Yale, Harvard 
and Princeton. Yale men decked him out 
in characteristic regalia at times, though

The store room of the Southern Bell 
Telephone Company's building, at the

Seventy-five telephone operators were 
on the fourth floor of the building when

The fire escape is near the rear of 
the building and leads down to Mitchel] 
Street. The young ladies were so fright- 
ened they ran over each @ther in an at- 
tempt to reach terra firma safely. 

One of the operators went into hys- 
terics before she reached the ground, 
She was caught by some employees of 
the telephone exchange and had to be 
taken home on a stretcher. 


Lost Her Hat and Pocketbook. 
Another young lady lost her presence 
of mind to such an extent that she pitch- 
ed her cape, hat and pocketboot, with 
Several dollars, down idnto the street, 
and then climbed down herself. Needless 
to say she lost her belongings. 

The store room is in the basement. In 
it were all the surplus insulated wire, 
telephones and @undry other articles. It 
is not known how the fire started, but 
an investigation will be held today. 

It was prcfably the hardest fire the 
department has had’ to fight in some 
time. The store room §s about 60 feet in 
the rear of the maig @tairs, the only one 
accessible to the @#femen.

Sutherland got into trouble at a negro 
dance Over a woman, and, puliing his 
pistol, fired give shots into the crowd. 
He killed twd of the negroes, wounded 
chree others, and the walls of the dance 
halt also ‘bore the marks of several bul- 
lets. When the officer arrested him he 
had just dropped his empty but still 
emoking pistol to the ground, and is 
said to have remarked: 

‘“] can’t do no more with that one, boss; 


but if you'll give me another pistol, I'll 


kill somé more of them niggers.’’ 

The other pistol was not furnished, 
but Sutherland was tried and convicted 
uf murder without recommendation. At- 
torney Eubanks says he is going to file 
an extraordinary motion for new trial 
on his return to Rome, and if that avatls 
nothing the execution will take place on 
Tuesday as scheduled.

Flag of Forty-fifth. Georgia. 

In the account which was published 
last Sunday of the Confederate battle- 
flags which were captured during the 
War and surrendered at Appomatox, it 
®as. stated that there was no record of 
the flag of the Forty-fifth Georgia regi- 
ment, hence it could not be returned. 

Chief Justice T. J. Simmons, of the 
supreme court of Georgia, was 
-ecmmanding the Forty-fifth 
regiment when the surrender at 
matox took place. 

‘t was there at the surrender.” said 
Chief Justice Simmons, “and I myself 
saw otr flag surrendered by Frivate 
Bciie, who was our color bearer. The 
flag should be with the others which 
were taken on that occasion. I cannot 
urderatand the report that no record 
has been found of it.”’ 


Veterans May Peddle. 
‘In a recent statement regarding the 
decision of the supreme court of Georgia 
in the case of W. J. Justice against the 
city of Atlanta, it was stated the court 
had held that a license granted a con- 
federate veteran by the ordinary did not 


first securing a license from the city or 
town authorities. 

This statement was erroneous, for 
while Justice is a confederate veteran, 
he was not operating under a veteran's 
license, but under a license granted to 
him as a cripple, and it was to that class 
of licenses and the law under which 


| 


they are granted that the court’s de- 
cision applied. The court simply held 
that a party who holds a license from 
the ordinary as a cripple or an invalid 
has no right to peddle in a city or town 
under such license without the consent 
of the town authorities. 

But a license granted to a confederate 


| veteran to peddle or conduct any other 


class of business specified in the law, 
permits him to exercise the rights grant- 
ed under such license anywhere in the 
state. When a confederate veteran 
holds a free license, as such under the 
state law, no city or town can interfere 
with him in the exercise of that right, or 
demand from him any additional license. 
he decision, therefore, in no sense ap- 
plied to confederate veterans. 
ve .

T0 OTHER FIELDS 


Those Who Remain Will be 
‘Sent to Poorhouse 


Copncil W'll Meet Tomorrow and 
Will Have Interesting Session. 
The Water Works Appro- 
priation Is Still Held 
Up—City Hall News. 


Kark! Hark! The dogs do bark, 
The beggars have come to town; 
Some in rags, some in tags 
And some in velvet gowns. 


The law aigainst soliciting alms on the 
streets is going to be enforced. Under 
the direction of Mayor Woodwarm, Po- 
lice Chief Ball is going to clear the 
streets of al) the misshapen, deformed 
and maimed. The police department will 
send them to the poor house. Of course, 
they will not really be sent there, be- 
cause they wil] not go, but if they re- 
main in Atlanfa they will be sent there. 

No one knows where fhe béggars have 
come from, but it is certain that they 
are not residents of Atlanta. Report 
has it that they are the usual birds of 
passage who come south every winter, 
but are here this year in greater num- 
bers than before, because of the adver- 
tisement recently given the charitable 
work that is beimg done In Atlanta. 

“It is a delicate question to deal with,” 
said Mayor Woodward yesterday before 
making his request of the chief of po- 
lice. ‘“‘I dislfke to be Rarsh with these 
men, and yet something must be done.’’ 

It was not with the intention of being 
harsh with the beggars that Mayor 
Woodward held his conversation with thea 
chief of police. The fact that a score 
or more of beggars had come to town 
was, however, staring him in the face. 
These men have lined the Whitehall 
street viaduct, Whitehall, Peachtree and 
Alabama getreets. They crouch on the 
sidewalks, many being unable to walk, 
and sit for hours with a hat in one hand 
and a pencil in the other. 

Other begigars are on crutches and visit 
the offices and barber shops of the city 
under a preterse of selling pencils, 

Three laws are violated at present. One 
is that which prohibits the soliciting of 
alms, the other is the law against block- 
ading the sidewalks and the. third is 
that which prevents any one from doing 
business without a license, 

It may be necessary for the city ward- 
en to help the beggars to leave the city. 
He tried several days ago, however, to 
induce several of them to leave Atlanta 
and failed.

Wall Street Puzz'ed About 


Movement of Stocks, 


Large Interests Seem To Be in Com-| 


plete Control of the Market sod 
Work It To Suit Them- 
selves and Puzzle the 
People. 


By Robert N. Burnett. 

New York, March 4.—(Special.)—Wall 
etreet ts “by the ears’’ again as t0 
mheéether stocks should advance or re- 
cede, The sharp decline in prices which 
occurred early in the week, wifhout any 
news to account for it, made many per- 
e0ns suspicious as to the healthiness 
of the rige. Since then the market has 
been more or jess professional, although 
certain big interests have been putting 
their shoulders to the wheel at times. 
The ease v@th which they rallied prices 
indicated that fhey have pretty good con- 
tro] over the market. It is pretty well 
agreed i@ leading authorities that the 
investimg public is not in the market, 
but that fhere Is a large speculative ele- 
mem which has been attracted by the 
long continued rise. Various theories 
are offered to explain just when the 
public is likely to come in. It is agreed 
tha tthe public wil] buy sooner or later, 
but that the public is most apt to be in 
fluenced by outsikie considerations rather 
than the rise in prices. One aufhority 
@eaid that the public would not partici- 
pate unti] we have had a land boom. 
That this always makesp people enthusl- 
estic to go into other lines. Visiting 
real estate men to this city during the 
week from various parts of The country 
eaid that the real estate outlook is ex- 
eeedingly encouraging; fhat they look 
for steady expansion. Perhaps this will 
@ater on stimulate public buying of se- 
curities. Certainly the growth of the 
eteel trade is doing its part to stimuiate 
@eneral Dusiness and this factor is like- 
ly to tell in an important way. Apropos 
of the steel trade the progress of the 
new southern iron deal is attracting 
much attention, for it will have a good 
deal of influence on the stability of the 
trade, 

Wil: Result in Merging. 

The opinion ts growing that discordant 
elements will be harmonized in the long 
run, that there is a motive back of it 
ell which is not now fully understood, 
Sut which wil] result in merging all of 
the leading eteel interests in the coun- 
try. How often have promoters been 
amployed to gather together properties 

which {t would have been impossible for 
financiers to get without paying an ex- 
travagant price. The Standard Of inter- 
ests are not foolisli enough to go eround 
the United States {th a brass band an- 
Douncing that they want to secure al] of 
the profitable iron properties for what 
they have to pay. Franklin B. Gowen, 
a fornicr president of Reading, adopted 
th.s policy, and, by popular judgment, he 
Wag stuck with a lot of high priced 
lands, which contributed measurably to 
one of the former bankruptcies of the 
Reading railroad. [t has heretofore been 
stated in this column that John W. Gates 
has more than once recently done ser- 
vice for the Standard Oil people. May 
he and Joseph H. Hoadley not be using 
thelr energies in a similar line now? Of 
oourse, there must be a certain amount 
of “fight talk,”’ in order to make the 
matter look realistic. Independent steel 
properties ‘will follow the banner of the 
opposition to the big trust. When they 
@re all bafded together perhaps it will 
be convenient for somebody to quietly 
slip out and for representatives of the 
United States Steel Conporation to quiet- 
ly slip in. The same thing may come 
true of the Colorado Iron and Fuel Com- 
any. Thus would history come true 
respect to the tendency of similar in- 
aye to get together. Some etill stick 
o the theory that the promoters men- 
tioned went into fhe southern iron field 
on their own account, for the purpose of 
meking a big coup, without consulting 
the Standard Oj] people. This is, of 
course; possible. But if this proves the 
fight theory they may well look to their 
leurels. The time remains to come when 
anybody who fought this powerful com- 
Dination came out of the struggle with 
as much ag he went in. He might win 
@ temporary victory, Dut in the long run 
he found himself much the worse off 
from his experience. The situation is of 
dntenge interest and 1s being closely 
watched in thw city. Many have been 
fearing disaster in the stock market 
eas a result of some indirect attack, Dut 
thie view seems unfoundel—at least for 
the time being. 

The annual report of the American 
Sugar Refining Company—or rather the 
@pology for one—which is annually filed 
with the Massachusetts state commis- 
gioners—as required by law, in order to 
do business in that state, because public 
late in the ‘week.

Certain it 
fe that there is unwonted harmony be- 
tween the two and the same ends are 
gerved as would be ff they Were run in 
harmony. But haw about several new 
ean refineries, two of which were to 
fave been put in operation six months 
or more ago, but which for some myste- 
rious reason has no desire to start up? 
Have they been ebsorbed on the quiet 
and been kept shut Gown as a Warning 
to other promoters not to build any more 
factories? One sugar authority sai that 
the growth of the eugar trade can take 
ware of a new refinery every year and 
ea half, without having ovenproduction. 
In official quarters denial is made that 
the American Sugar Refining Company 
will abyorb any “strime’”’ projects.

Comment on Bank Statement. 

New York, March 4.—The New York 
Financier says: 
“The striking feature of the official 
statement of the New York associated 
banks last week was the. decrease in 
surplus reserve to within $8,327 of tne 
lowest last year, which was recorded 
November 26. jhe loans were increased 
by an amount which nearly offset the 
decrease during the previous fortnight. 
The cash reserves showed a reduction 
of $3,720,100, or $819,400 greater than 
that which was estimated upon the basis 
of the traceable movements of money 
during the week, the «@screpancy may 
easily be accounted for by the unre- 
corded changes resulting from payments 
to the treasury tor the reimbursement of 
6 per cent redemption fund, which 
indirectly affected the intér’Dana move- 
ment, the amount of such payments being 
withdrawn from the balances of country 
correspondents. The deposits were in- 
creased $10,145,100, which amount was 
greater than the sum of the increase of 
loans less tne reduction of cash; theie- 
fore the statement did not make a good 
balance. The required reserve was in- 
creased $2,536,276, through the augme .t- 
ed deposits, adding which sum to the loss 
of cash, made ‘g3,256,375 as the decrease 
in surplus reserve to $8,389,700, or as 
above noted, witnin $8,327 of the lowest 
surplus in- 1904.

mer. 
“We will show,” said one of these at

We will show how the state fair is of 
benefit to the whole state, how one of its
